Theaters, schools and churches will 
not be allowed to open next week, 
even though apparently the influenza 
epidemic is slackening, it was stated 
at the offices of the State Health De­ 
partm ent today. It had been intim at­ 
ed that possibly city officials would 
’ respond to a request for the reopen­ 
ing of these places next Monday. Of­ 
ficials of the State Health Depart­ 
ment say that the m atter is now in 
the hands of that departm ent and 
that no places will be allowed to 
open without permission from that 
source. Positive assurance was given 
that no permission of the kind would 
be given to become effective next 
Monday. It is believed that the gen­ 
eral rain of the past #ew days will 
have a beneficial effect on the epi­ 
demic of influenza, but that

precaution must be

against 
colds or pneumonia. 
The number of cases of influenza 
in the state will probably reach 80,-
